available to the Atomic Energy Commiseton. 

7. Received a call from Spencer Platt concerning our draft letter 
to the Senate Post Office and Civil Service Committee on 5. 94, she 
heaith insurance bill. Platt indicated that since the Administration was 
apposed to the Committes version af 5S. $4 he would find it difficult to 
clear our letter to the Committee. He suggested that in lieu of a letter 
to the Committee we address a similar letter to the Bureau asking them 
ta keep our considerations in mind. He added further that he did not expect 


any final action on this bill in the near future. The Civil Service Commission 


is submitting a substitute preposal which will include major medical benefite 
and which the Bureau feels is a far eaperier plan to that proposed by the 
Committee. This information was passed on tol sit nf Personnel. 
It tg our understanding that Personnel will be in touch with the Commission 
concerning our probleme regarding a health insurance bill. Mr. Platt was 
advised that we would be in touch with him on this.
